Two excellent i>.T.pers were delivered 
before the L.-il)or Club at their meet- 
ing held last evening when Ruben- 
stein and .Muthams discussed the 
Labor Parties !n Canada and Great 
Hrltaiii. lioill asrerd Ih.Tt tho fiitiiie 
or the LiLbor .Movement In the-ne coun- 
tries would l>e something to look for- 
ward to with Interest ;ind hope. In 
Great Hrita'n. particularly, the chances 
are that in the next çlect oii the Labor 
Party will .be placed in power with a 
i)op')!ar majority behind it eoati n^ 11 
I) carry out a eon:<irurltve soc'.il y o. 
gram. In Canada, as a reluit of a 
scimowhai disorganized system, the 
immediate future will probably not b'.' 
productive of miicfi progress by labor 
In the political field. 

The first papcr-.-"The Hrlt'sh In- 
depeiideiit l.iabor Party" — wa« deliver- 
ed by Philip Matihams, of Arts '2R. 
Ill- pointed out that the Independent 
I^i.bor Parly — or I.L.F'.— in Greai 
Uritain was the spear-hcad of th.-' 
Parramentary Iviltor Party. He then 
proceeded to trace the history of the 
party. Ever .«Inre enclosiire began in 
England many centuries ai,-o, there had 
been resentment against social in- 
justice. fThls came to a head after the 
fnduelria I Revolution. Owen had tried 
the impossible task of cxtaiblishing a 
co-operative system In n capitalistic 
community, but had railed. Chartlfin 
in 1S48, Ihc establishing of the Fabian 
Society ;-ln SUM, the influence of Kiel 
Hnrdioi and the Dock stKke in issn 
had given rise to u new unionism ;is 
opposed to tho old. The union con- 
gress wa^ gener.iUy liberal In vicwt:, 
and there h.nri lioon a clash between 
the old and new forces in organlxod 
labor. In 1880 the I.L.P. with n.irdlc 
as chairman depended for its strength 
on trade unionism, which Is thus the 
tiackbone of the labor movement. The 
workmen on ;na.sse, are, of course, bo- 
hlnil the movement, hut the real 
brains are contained In the , I.L.P. 
It is a distinct organixation with a 
straight social doctrine, not halt — 
Liberal like the main party. In IDM 
the Labor party had finally separatcKl 
from Liberalism which at tliat t'.mo 
showed signs of its future falling-off 
In strength. 

The x'm of the I.L.P. is that au- 
thority shall come to socialism by 
wish of the popular majority, and not 
through the desire of a strong ollgar

Mr. P. J. Turner Tells Archit- 
tectural Society of Huge

"Liverpool Cathedral" wa.s tlie sub- 
ject of an illustrated lecture i;iven 
by .Mr. P. .1. Turner before the Archl- 
tfctural Society list night. .Mr. Tur- 
ner pointed out to his audience the 
immensity and the simple grandeur 
ul' Liverpool ( 'atliedriil. and showed 
how il portrayed the very soul and 
I-iTsonality of the architect. Sir Giles 
Gilbert ScoU. 

rjefore showing the slides, Mr. Tur- 
ner gave an account of the competi- 
tion between 130 people for the best 
design. The winning (Ic.sIkh was sub- 
mitted by Giles Gilbert Scott, a 2n 
year old apjirentlce who had ho claim 
to distinction save through his father 
and his grandfather. Sir Gilbert Scott, 
ttwing to his exlreine youth. Scott 
wii." put in charge of Lhe work in nol- 
laborutlpn with .Mr. JJodily. who made 
some revision in the plans which 
proved distasteful to Scott. After his* 
partner's deii,lh, tho entire supervision 
was left in Scott's hands, who Inslst- 
ed that .some of the work then com- 
pleted be torn down, so that the edi- 
fice might bo construoted ((.ccording 
to his original plans. Thus the young 
architect, who is now Sir Giles Gilbert 
Scott, h.as bad a free hand in design- 
ing the Cathedral, and has been ;ib!e 
to infuse Ins whole soul and person- 
ality into its dosign. Sir Giles is 
now .10 years of iige, and it is h.oped 
that he will live - to> sec the comple- 
tion of his work, which will require 
.^bout 30 year.-! more. 

Mr. Turnernhowed a large number 
of vIoiwB of the Cathedr.ll, both cn- 
tcrlor and .Interior. The building Is 
Gothic In style, with the old princi- 
ples adapted to meet modern require- 
ments. The ai'chltecl wishes to give 
the Cathedral the appearance of being 
catted out of solid rock. Consequent- 
ly, there is a. minimum of ornament, 
with laree areas of plain wall,' which 
g'ivc tho building !i -solemn .and im- 
presstve aspect. The i!athedral is 
cbnstvucted ma an etyineiice overlook- 
ing Liverpool, and with lowers over 
300 feet above the ground. K will 
be six times the size of Christ Church 
Cathedral, and the central space will 
contain 3000 people. 

One of thi' features of the Cathe- 
dral Is the placing ot the tower pillars 
In such n way that ah unobstructed 
view may -be obtained of the entire 
length of the interior. The massive 
bulUessos are -til feel In thickness, 
and one of the arches constructed is 
the largest Gothic arch In oxlstonoe, 
being 68 by 11.8 feet. ' 
> The Lady Chapof at one end of tho 
edifice is now completed. This oliapel 
alone would make a good-sized 
ohurch. It Is 01" loftier design than 
the main church, .and roprijscnts the 
spirit of Scott's earlier years. 

An Impressive feature of ,the "archl- 
tooturo Is tlie effect of vertical lines 
continuing out of sight, thus taking 
full advantage of the naturally groat 
height of the columns. The To Douni 
window is tlio largest In Bngland. The 
entire Lady Chapel might bo passed 
through it. The carving througliout 
is Gothic in spirit, but nindern In de- 
sign. It is largely syinboliciil, and 
«.^presses niiiiiy beautiful senllnients 
if properly interpreted. 

Tho organ j>-hlch is a aJf'vate dona 
tipn, is the largest In the world, and 
will be until the comploHon of St. John

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Chaucer's , "Trollus and Crescyde," 
WTUi the subject chosen for a paper de- 
livered by I^awrence Hart at the 
opening meeting of the newly formed 
L'terary Club held in the Artj Huild- 
ing last night. A secfind paper was de- 
livered by Leo l';dcl on Eugene O'.Velll. 
A discussion followed the reading of 
the papers, and tho business Included 
the adoption of a constitution for the 
club. 

Hart dealt with Chaucer's vcrtioii 
of the story of Trollus and Crcssida. 
Irncing It from its- sources and en- 
larging upon the handling of th» plot. 
Chaucer, Hart pointed out, liKit 
life lo the characters he took from 
Itocoaccio's poem. Although a ihirtl 
ot the work is borrowed from the 
Italian poet, yet 'Trollus and Cre- 
.sryde" is originii! in that the char- 
acters are made real in a way that 
mieht -well be termed 'modern'. 'Tro - 
lus and Crescydc' has been termed 
the first psychological novel. It is 
'modern' licrhaps. beftiuse ll Is uni- 
versal. The story is laid at the ilnic 
of the; Trojan War. Cress M.-i s -.Iv 
wife of Calchax, a seer who for.»ee> 
the fall of unhappy Troy and flees to 
the Greeks. /I'rollus is the lover, w'hn, 
not old enough to present himself to 
the beautiful Cri.'^seda, makes i'an- 
denld the intemied aior in the tra- 
gedy. The iicroine, certain that her 
hiiHband has gone out uf iter life for- 
ever accepts her lover's attention». 
However she Is brouglit over 10 rtie 
Greek camp still vowini; consi.-iiiev to 
Trollus. Not long is .she »c th lie hns- 
liand when she is shamefully seduced 
by DIomcdo, and the story ends as the 
Scottish poet. Henderson, thoushl 100 
abruptly. According Henderson es- 
sayed to write a sequence. 

Chaucer added character to Boccac- 
cio's men and women. Ile makes them 
purer in lui.sslon ;uid more appealint; 
to our sympi-iihy and interest. He 
brings realism into romance and Joinf 
Uio two in a happy unlon. 'Trollus mid 
Croscydc' is written in the same metre 
as Shaktispearc's 'Rape of Lucrèce" 
and Is easily read by the modern stu- 
dent. 

This story ' was later utiiir.ed in 
various ways by Shakespeare, Drydeii 
and Word.su orili. 

Bdel displayed ability and a.-i.sidulty 
in his paper on Eugene O'Neill. The 
story of Eugene O'Neill's life Is one

This article Is reprinted from 
Tho Montreal Churchman of a recent 
date. 

THE DIOCESAN COLLEGE 

I'he Montreal Diocesan Theological 
College, |s a triumph over unlowarl 
circumstances. It was the last of the 
theological ..colleges cHtablished in 
Eastern Canada, and seemed to enter 
a field occupied by ojher Institutions, 
It was started on a frankly Dioces.in 
hasLs, to cover only the I'rovlncf of 
j Quebec. And one of the pleas for itrf 
establishment, was the opiiortunity 
of cnpturlng for the minlstrj-, serious 
young men In Montreal, who were en- 
gaged In business and who nilght 
qualify for' their' sacred calling, by 
following a course of evening lec- 
tures, ll had no .Synoillcal Sanction 
It had no local habitation. It had no 
endowment beyond a precarious sub 
scriptlon lIsL ll had only one pro 
fessor, who lectured on all subjects 
In the library of the tSynod Hill. No 
institution could have had a more 
humble and unpromising ■ beginning. 
And yet. In the short Mpace of fifty 
ye.nip. il h.iî nttuliiod a very ur»>illtab'n 
national po,sllloii. II has an excellent 
I'liuipment " in- clo^e proximity to Me- 
Glll Unlvcrslt}!, with which ll Is af- 
filiated. It hiu> n NUbstantal endow- 
ment, though 8illl:..farf>short of Its 
needs. It has an exoelIcntÎHtnff of ex- 
^ericllceu iirofeciror.". It h.ih produced 
HlchopH, Deans, Anii'leacons and 
Canons, and. what ;.- more to pur- 
pojie, a body of working clergy, who, 
for learning, zeal, s^lf-denlal and ef- 
ficiency, are second to none In the 
Dominion. 

S'jw the first. and most important 
contribution ll has ninde to the Na- 
tlon.il (.'lunch is nn abundant supply 
of clfrrgy for the Dioceiiu.of .Montre-al, 
Montreal Is the Kreatc'st city, and the 
cominorcinl .Metropolis, of tho Dom- 
inion, This gives the Diocese of .Mon- 
ti-al a ypctlal pr'-htigi- among i!ie 
other Sees In the l.ioininlon. 'I'hal such 
a " Diocese .should have a sufficient 
supply of men for the work of Its 
i Ministry, lt•.t^lI^ely,.;^I) ln.\-nluable asset 
to the life and work of l^^c whole 
Churcli. DIoc^^scs that have no such 
adraniagf, frei|Uenlly suffer from 
lark of men, or have to take men who 
hrf the overflow from other Dioceses. 
The Dioceses that 1.^ well manned In 
surely a i^urce of thought to the 
whole Church. And all Ihp Dlshops of 
Montreal ha\'«' emphasized the fact 
that they coulil not tarry on the!r 
work efficiently without the .M,D,T.C. 

In the aggregate, the College has 
sent forth, with its Inrpriinatur, some 
ISO men as Ucenllalos In Theology, 
and as haviIl^- i.a.sxd the Theological 
Prellmln.ii-y. ijf tliece, some :;r. have 
gone lo their real: L'O liavp gone to 
the United .stales; anil some 2i aie 
to bo found In almost every/ Canadian 
Diocese, iri Newfoundland, ' In tht 
other Dominions, In the Motherland, 
and In various parts of the Foreign 
Mlsaioiiiiry Field. Tlil.s forms an ag- 
gregatu of the service llial fnllths us 
to say that the Church In Canad.i 
would be Infinitely poorer without 
the contribution which the college 
has made lo Its life nnd work. 

And the "Diocesan" men .scattered 
ovcjr the Dominion, have given a very 
good account of ihoinselves. lilshoji 
Kownlium, for thirty years, did yeo- 
man services for the Church In two 
Missionary Dioceses, Moosonec nnd 
.Saskatchewan, nnd Itlshop Sweeney, 
for tw<iuy yi-aif, iiiis iiiesliled with 
marked Hucooi-a over the I'reniier 
Dloee.se of Toronto.

wliiicCiinoiuStrong occupies ^ simil- 
ar position In Haskatchcwan, nnd 
Canon Carruthers In I-klmonton, Arch- 
deacon Orahum has long been un out- 
standing figure not only In (he Dlo- 
ot.so of Kootpey,. but also in iIk- fluii- 
ural fcjyiiod. Canon _Heej>e,v enjoys the 
double- distinction' of hnA'ing risen to 
the first rank us a clergyman In Uup- 
ert's Land, and as an author In the 
Canadian Church. \V. W. Craig, as one 
of the most distinguished preachers 
ill the whole Church, sheds lustre on 
the distinguished position which lie 
fills as Incuniboiil of St. Ccorge's 
Cathedral, iCingston, and Dean of Oii- 
t&o. II. C. Blagiave fills ii position 
all his own In the Diocese of Toronto 
a.s ,a scientific theologian, and a stu- 
dent of social ([111..- ■ jiis. C. K. .loaUins 
ministers to one uf ilie 1110:^1 piogr-^s- 
slvc chai-g(.-.s in Iho Oiooe.si.' of Huron, 
and is ■•an influetial member of the 
G.U.K.E., whilo James 13. F02 has nol 
on4y tu;kcn .a lending part in the .Soc- 
ial Service nnd Juvenile Court work 
In Montreal, but Is also an honored 
and valued member of the Gonor.il 
Council of Social Service. ll. T. S. 
noyle haH had u distinguished record 
as Parish J'ricsl, and as Professor of 
Theologj- in Trinity College, Toronto, 
and President, of King's College, 
Windsor. J. A. Bliiol wielded the.P.en 
of. a. ready writer, and, for a qyartcr| 
of a century, held the attention oir 



the vChuroli as '.Spectator" in the 
C:inadlan Clitircliman. And these nre 
only some of the graduâtes of the 
College, whoso ability and success 
nro worthy of .wpeclal mention. 

And nowhere has the - impress of 
the graduates of the Collcgo been 
more deeply felt than In the great 
.National iJopitrtmenls of the Church. 

1. The first of these DepartmcntB 
to be organized, was the Missionary 
Society, In. 1902, and the first man 
choser) to. guide Its destinies, as gen- 
eral secretary, • was one of iho oldest 
of ihu graduates of the College. L. 
.Voniian Tucker did o fundaine.nal 
v.oik in rousing the Church to a 
sen.se of Its Missionary obligations, 
and he now fills a post of hardly less 
strenuous activity ns Hector of St. 
Paul'.s Cathcdnil, .^London, and Dean 
of Huron, 

The next Dopartmcnl to be or- 
ganized was the Sunday School Coin- 
ml,si<lon, now. the G.U.IUi,, In 190S, 
and tho protagonist of that work «as 
another of the oldest graduates of 
the College. E, I. Exford led tho Gen- 
eral Synod In formation of the G.U.K 
E. guided it through the perilous 
years of its infancy, and rained U 10 
a po,sltloii of honor and dignity in tho 
eyes of the whole Church! His niant- 
ed ability .is an educationalist, he has 
shown as Secretary of the Council of 
ProtcBtanl Education In the Provlnoe 
of Quebec, and cs Hector of the High | 
School, .Montri-al. and Ihi-se Invaluable 
gifts he now .ippUi-s, as Principal of tlie 
M.r,»,T.C.. to the training of men for lite 
Ministry. O, B, Kogers, (Secretary 
of the Kdiicatlon.il Department of the 
O.U.Il.E,, Is winning golden- oplnion- 
for his resourcefulness, wound Judu-- 
nienl, and marked pedagogical abllit.v, 

3. The Third Department to he 
formed, was the Council for Social 
Service In 1913. ll was also a gradu- 
ate of the College that led the Gener- 
al Synod In Its foi-mation, that helped 
to nurse It through lis early stru'ggl.-s 
and lo entrrncli it firmly as one of 
the most useful of the Departments of 
the Church. It Is practical and applied 
Christianity, ihe promoUon of Child 
Wclfare,-of Widow's- Allowances, of 
belter housing and living conditions 
for the people, and now oi immigra- 
tion, which has risen to th.; level of 0 
great .National and liniicrial (luestluil. 
Anil, as a member from its Inception 
and now as President of the Social 
.Service Council of Canada, Dean 
Tucker, now the oldest living gr.nhi- 
«te of tho College, has done a work 
of high National value and import- 
ance. Through ihf work of these d'j- 
partments, priceless results have been 
achieved for Iho Kingdom of God, and 
the Church Itself has reaped the re- 
ward of greater unity and effkienry. 

In the eonlrlbullon of the Collcgo 
lo ih- .National Church, mention 
should be made of those who have 
given them.telves to the work In tho 
Foreign Field, .Nelson P. Yates In 
Japan .and . Formosa, P, S. C. Powlc» 
and W. H. Oale In Japan, while Krlsten 
Uorup has been nn outstanding agent 
of the C..M.S. for more than ,1 tiua'rter 
of a Century in introducing and tie- 
vîdOpIng Christian elvIUzmion In 
Uganda. 

In the home field. In addition to 
nishop .Nfwnhnni who labored 
many years in .Moosonee, and Sas- 
katchewan, the College hns been re- 
prcs»?nted In the North West by 11, A, 
Naylor In Yukon Dlocei^e, by. A. c' 
Ascoh, T, B, Holland and , Richard 
Farles In Moosonco. Robert Little In 
Aihni»asca,by the late Edwaril Held in 
.Mocsoneo, and by Oliver Thorne In 
Caledonia, 

Now the prese^^^Bupporters of tho 
College have comp^Into a great In- 
herltancu--lhe CoUego Itself, Its pos- 
ition in the .Metropolis of the Domin- 
ion, and ill close connection w'th one 
of our greatest Universities, its equip- 
ment, its llbi-ury, its cliopcl, lis en- 
dowments, lijj staff of teachers, ond, 
above all, tho half century of toll und 
aclli,^v'.-lnellls of |(s graduates. Tliei.- 
can be 110 stronger appeal than this 
to supply ll abundantly with Its es- 
Montlrtl re(|ulrenieniK.

Kubcnslcin llien delivered his jiaper 
on — "The Independent Canadian Labor 
Parly." Its rise bad been effected 
partly through the example, and fol- 
io wlnt; lb" aims of the BriHsli p.irty. 
Till' draw-ack had been Ihe influence 
of the American Federation of I.alior — 
the A.F, of L. — which had about flO 
per cent. Influence In tho Canadian 
trade unionR, which, for the mo.st part, 
wore modeled from it.s unions. Tlie A. 

of L. was, and I?, very conserva- 
tive In Its tendencies and practically 
M'posed to any kind of independent 
political action. The discussion of 
political issues l» sometimee forbid- 
den in its meetings, its main policj- 
is for full pay, and is very different 
and sometimes opposed to the rest, of 
the labor movement In the world. ~ 

The recent strike In N0V4 Scotia 
anil the strike in Winnipeg, had been 
marked by governmental Interférence 
and h.Td created much (soling, the 
Trades Labor CongreM, formed in 1I7« 
had favored political action, and had 
lia&sed. resolution then and later on 
to this effect, but Itttlo had cowie of it. 
It merely propowd to further iai^ 
Icglslatron, but had no power or»r the 
trade unions. In 1907 It a{)proTed in 
the formation of ' provrlntJal labor 
p*nle«, and wàr had lialp*d desire 
for federal organimi.'on . In W7 tho 
I.L.r; was formed for united' action, 
and a convention bad been h»M in 
1921. In 1917 the Ontario Labor Party 
had been formed, but was separate, 
.and rather conservative. .Its program 
holnç mainly provincial In its alms. 
Since 1917 the Comnronlst party had 
been affiliated with the labor party. 

Mo.st of the representath-es of labor 
in parllimoiit hid ' supported tho 
Mbcrals, and the Congress had ofic.i 
opposed tho party. There was no in- 
dividual membership In the general 
party, but only group memT>er8hlp. 
The I.Jj.P. permits indopendont 
mem'bcrship. Tho Manliobn party hud 
■been formed nfter the Winnipeg strike, 
and, although separate, had always 
had ihe closest relations with the main 
party. 

There were sections of the I.L.P. 
in all the provinces of Canada except 
Prince Kdword island, and there wore 
four copresenlatlves In the Dominion 
Pitrllament. There was very lltlio 
labor propaganda In tho «ast of Cana. 
da. althoiigli ilalifa.K had a labor 
neivapaper. ilosl ot the ulons forbid 
the spread of propaganda. ,Tho agri- 
cultural iiucEiIon was more acute in 
Canada Ihnn in moat other countries, 
but as yet the agricultural system I'.id 
not become indu.strlal.' The Labor 
party, however, stood for the division 
of the largo farms,

SELF-DESTRyCTION 

Inquiry Made at University of 
Chicago 



, Two-thirds of a class of twenly-ono 
students at the University of Chicago 
recently adinltled having contemplat- 
ed self-destruct'on, I'rolessor V.'ni. 
Clayton llowor, of the School of Thco- 
log.v, stated at the annual ntcclint; of 
the International Council of Ilcligious 
Education. Professor Dower, who Is 
chairman of the suli-comniitteo on r'j- 
llplouK nirriculus, laid the prevaltn'. 
epidemic of student suicides to -.i 
moral breakdown, 

"Students who answered tho qiieil- 
tlonnalrc,^^ Profos.sor Hower said '•con- 
fesHCd they had iHiiisiderod su cido. 
That they did not follow the Impulse 
was due, they said, to certain ideals 
.leqiilred In regard to the .sacrcdncsii of 
llfn. They held snic'dc to bo uncthica 
and rowardlly. 

"It Is this sense of moral respousi- 
•bllUy, moUvatçj. by,' à récognition of 
a personal God, -which must be In- 
stilled into yotith. 

"iTho Inquiry wc m.idc at the 
ver."ilt.v showed many of those who 
thought of ending their lives movc.l 
by trivnl rea.<ions. They had faiied 
In their studies, or they had unplcuK 
ant home conditions. .These are pro* 
hlems encountered by adolescents' in 
the process of adjustment. 

"It is possible lo prepare youth for 
this struggle through the proper 
type of religious education. On a 
scientific basis we must 'form a cur 
ricnium so that subj(>cls laug'ii will 
covei- the actual experiences met 111 
evcry-day religious life."
